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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to disclose an X-ray source comprising an electromagnetic electron beam deflector 
having a U-shape with two legs, the legs being respectively disposed in two tubes 
proceeding substantially parallel to each other through a projection and being sealed 
relative to the projection interior, as claimed. Prior art fails to disclose a method for 
adjusting a position of a focus of an electron beam on an anode in an X-ray tube, 
comprising the steps of disposing two tubes substantially parallel to each other in the 
projection and sealing the tubes relative to a projection interior, and inserting respective 
legs of an electromagnetic U-shaped magnetic field generator in the tubes, as claimed.
